a. A Policy Statement on "Uniform Physical Security 
Standards for Compartmented Information Facilities" originated 
by the Security Committee and forwarded to the USIB was approved 
by the Board and circulated for information and appropriate 
dissemination on 30 April 1973. 


b. At the request of the Intelligence Board, the Security 
Committee tested the security effectiveness of a Tamper Resistant 
Packaging System (replacing manila envelopes with plastic wrap) 
both domestically and overseas,’ Testing ascertained that the 
System was only nominally tamper resistant, offering little additional, 
if any, security over the present paper envelope system, In addition, 
tremendous manpower and logistical support would be required to 
operate the system,
